Kamen et al. (US 5,791 ,425) applies torque to the ground contacting element as a function of pitch but not as a function of attitude as 
attitude is defined in the instant invention where applicant's definition of attitude requires the platform to be oriented with respect to the 
local uderlying surface and the "pitch" of Kamen et al. '425 is disclosed with respect to gravity (i.e. the vertical) but not the underlying 
surface. 

Applicant's argument is not persuasive because, while Kamen et al. '425 does indicate the point of reference can be the inclination with 
respect to gravity, it is also indicates the point of reference can be with respect to the vertical and further teaches that the vertical pointof 
reference with respect to the platform can be the ground (underlying surface). 

Kamen et al. '425 expressly teaches that the chair (461) is part of an assembly which includes the drive clusters (462) and that the cluster 
drives function to affect a height change in the seat (461), see column 20, line 42- column 21 , line 3. Specifically see column 20, lines 53- 
55. The cluster (462) which is the ground contacting motor driven wheels, also includes linkages which extend to the seat and thereby 
apply torque of the cluster to the height adjustment of the seat. 

Further, applicant's arguments at page 6, lines 6-14 appear to admit that in the lean mode sensors A and B sense the pitch and the 
cluster balancing algorithm applies torque to the cluster motors. The argument that the pitch is different from applicant's attitude is not 
persuasive because sensors A and B use the local surface (ie, steps or risers) as the point of reference which is understood to anticipate 
applicant's definition of the attitude being with respect to the local underlying surface.
